Our SuTlptnre Lesson For Juo 22nd, 
Restl Boauuia 13 : 1-10. 

Here we have a new subject. In 
tbii lesson Paul gives no a law 
which all who want to be Chris- 
tians, most respect. We must 
be obedient to God. From oar 
earliest remembrance we are 
taught obedience to our parents. 
If we love any one we are anx- 
ious to do what they would have 
oafdo, and we know that God 
would not have ns do any unnec- 
essary or foolish act. Then how 
much more anxious should we 
be to obey hie laws. We must 
have government, for without it 
there would be no order. Bo we 
mast have governors and they 
must be obeyed. We cannot all 
be governors, bat we can all obey 
the law. It is only wicked peo- 
ple who fear the law. Do yon 
remember bow fearful the Ephe- 
sians were when Paul preached 
the law to them T 

We should honor those deserv- 
ing honor. Humanity has a 
great debt to pay to Him who 
gave bis life for us, and the only 
way in which it can be paid is 
by being obedient. And here 
is the law that must be obeyed, 
"Love yoor enemy as yourself." 
It is not very hard to love one's 
enemies. Ton know it is not 
their faults we are to love, but 
their souls so that we would do 
anything to make them better, 
even if it would be denying oar- 
selves very much. There is a 
debt, Panl tells ns, tbat we owe 
to every one, and that debt is to 
love oar fellowmen as we do oar- 
selves. In tbe last verse of our 
lesson we find that love is obedi- 
ence to the law, and the' law is 
love. Love is the foundation 
and top stone of Christianity.

Tuesday evening we 
attended services in oar Dayton 
church, after which we returned 
home with brother Eteh Is, where 
we could not have been better 
treated. The time passed so 
pleasantly while here that we al- 
most wished far another day 
added to onr vacation. 

Wednesday morning we visit- 
ed sister Gilliam who seemed 
pleased to see us, and whom we 
were glad to be with in her home. 
We returned home in the eve- 
ning, ready for work and welt 
pleased with "oar Dayton trip."
